4. Claims 6-11, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Burkhardt. 

Burkhardt discloses mixtures of hydrophilic and hydrophobic blocked 
polyisocyanates. He prepares them in water miscible solvents (col. 5 t line 36) and 
neutralizes the carboxylic acid on the hydrophilic compound with amines (col. 6, line 
25). He then adds water and removes the solvent. In col. 6, line 65, he discloses 30-70 
wt. % solids content. In col. 3, he discloses using these dispersions to form coatings 
with melamines.
